RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In response to the Office Action mailed November 20, 2001, the period for response 
having been extended one (1) month by the enclosed Petition for Extension of Time and requisite 
fee, Applicants hereby elect species A) VEGF. 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the Restriction Requirement. In 
particular, the Office has already stated on the record that claims 23-64 are dependent on elected 
claim 20 and are drawn to the same invention as claim 20 (Group III).

Thus it is believed that the Office would not be unduly 
burdened by examining the restricted endothelial cell mitogens together. Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully traverse the restriction requirement as formulated.
